fummer, and eight in the winter, and he careful to have all the fircs 
and candies pur out, except in the fick wards; and that no cand'es b> 
«ufed in the evenings of the months of May, June, July, and Augul, 
(except by the governor, and in the infirmaries ) 

25, That the governor and matron fhall keep all the able Poor to fuch 
work or employment as they are fit for, and thall call them to it, Ly 

-~cinging the bell, at the following hours, viz. from Lady-day wo 
Mighaelmas-day, from fix in the morning to fix in the evening ; from 
Michaelmas to Lady-day, frpm feyen in the morning to fix in the 
evening ; and they hall allow to the working Poor half an hour for 
breakfaft, an hour and an half for dinner and recreation, in the fum- 
met time, and an hour for thofe purpofes in the winter; and thall 
oblige the children to play abroad, if the weather will permit ; and al- 
fo hall allow the children a fufficient time for learning to read, and 
being infruéted ip their catechifim, &c, 

26, The governor and matron thall make reagy the provifions in a clean 
and wholfome manner, and fee that breakfalt be ready at eight 
o'clock, dinner at twelve, and fupper as foon as the work of the day 
is finithed. 

27, That the governor and matron fhall caufe grace to be faid before and 
after dinner and {upper ; and fhall keep all the rooms clean and neat, 
thall fee them {wept every day by ten o'clock in the morning, and 
wafhed as often as conveniently.can be: they fhall caule the win- 
dows to be fet open every day, (except in rainy or windy weather,) 
and fuffer no viduals to be eaten ovt of the dining-room, by any hut 
the fick, and fuch as officiate as fervants in the houfe ; and that Ue 
whole houfe fhall be yearly white-wathed, at lealt a weck Lefore the 
2gth day of June, 

28, That the governor and matron fhall canfe the children’s heads "and 
hands to be kept clean, and alfo all the cloaths and beds, and fhall de- 
liver to every one of the Poor, clean linen on every Saturday evening, 
and take in their foul on Sunday morning. 

29, That no perfon thal be admitted to fee the Poor without leave of the 
governor, 

30, That no poor perfon fhall be admitted to go out of the houfe at any

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time, without leave of the governor in writing ; and that none be per- 
m tled to be abfent in the night, without leave of the weekly com- 
inittee, 

g1, That the governor and matron, with the approbation of the weekly 
commuttee, fhall appoint nusfes and fervants to do the neceflary bufi- 
nels of the houfe, who, if they behave well, and be recommended, 
thall be eucouraged, and advanced by the weekly committce; they 
fhall alfo fee the provifions cut, and properly delivered to each Padper, 
and take care that no wafte be made, nor any bread be cut or eaten 
before it has been baked one enure day, 

32, That the governor thal immediately give notice to the furgeon of the 
houfe whenever any Pauper fhall fall fick or tame, that proper dict may 
be allowed, and care taken of the Pauper. 

33) This rule fpecifies the bill of fare; but as it has fince been altered, it 
is not thought neceffary to tranferjbe it, 

34, That no perfon! whatfoever thal be allowed out of the houfe, except 
in cafes of neceffity, arf at the difcretion of the weckly committee, 
38, That there thall be a {Choo} in the huufe, where all childien above two 
years of age fhall be kept under proper {choolmafters or dames until 
they ate five years old, and inflruéted in reading, learning their cate~ 
chilm, and other plain rudiments of the chriftian religion, and, after 
that age, Shall be employed in fpinning, and fuch other work as they 
fhall be abte to perform ; and alfo, there thall be another {chool for in- 
Nru@ing, in the fame manner, at feafonable times when not at work,

46, That girls of proper age Shall be inftru@ed and employed in cookery, 
houfewifery, feouring, wathing, and all other works, to qualify them 
for fervice.

diet, or diftin&tion in drefs and diet, or by fetting in the ftocks, or 
to be without any other diet than bread and water for any Space not 
exceeding twenty-four hours; fuch punifhments to be infli€ted by or- 
der of the major part of the dire€tors and acting guardians prefent at 
the weekly meeting. See Public A@s, 15 G. Ill. c. 59. 

2, 1f any of the Poor purloin, fell, or pawn any of the materials or im- 
plements of work intrufted to them, belonging to the corporation, or 
shall fell or pawn any of the apparel with which they fhall be clothed 
at the expence of the corporation, upon complaint before any juftice 
of the peace for the faid county, by any of the guardians, or gover- 
nor, or fteward for the time being, fuch juftice thall iffue his warrant 
for apprehending fuch offender, and, being convited oh oath of one

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or more witnelfes, or confeffion of the party, thall be committed to 
the houfe of cotredlion, for the firit offince, any time not cxceeding 
feven days, aad for the fecond, and every other affenve, it a man, to 
be publicly whipped, and, if a woman, to be kept to hard Jabour for

3y lf any perfon or perfons fhall Knowingly buy, receive into puwn, ur 
fecrete any of the cloaths or wearing apparel of any poir perton re~ 

e “yived into or maintsined in the tad lwule, or any of the goods, mate- 
rials, or implements of wonk carried into the faid boule, tu be wrought 
up, manufactured, or ufed by the Poor there, or any ot the goods or 
furniture of the faid houfe ; or fhall buy or reccive any of the provifions 
allotted to or provided for the Poor in the taid houfe; every: offender 
fhall forfeit, on convi:tion, five pounds, by oath of one or more credi- 
ble witnefs or witnefles hefore any juflice of the faid county, to be 
Tevied by diltrefs and fale of fach offender's goods, one moiety to the 
informer, and the other moiety to the tiealurer, as part of the come 
mon flock, and to be applied ro the purpotes of the AA ; st no goods, 
then fuch offender to be committed to the houfe of coneAion, to be kepe 
to hard labour, for any time not exceeding three months, Ste Aa, 

4, They thall at alll times behave peaceably and quietly ; they fhall not 
quatrel or give rude language ; they thall attend } rayers morning and 
evening, eat their viduals orderly in the dining room, carry none out, 
nor depart till after grace be faid, on pain of loling their next meal, 

5, They Shall not ftrike or abufe the governor or matron, or their affif= 
tants, but thall ohey them at all times ; and if they think them(lves 
aggrieved, they thall make complaint to the weckly committee, sho 
fhall examine into the troth of it, and redrefs him if at be proper; but 
if any poor perfon, maintained in the houfe, fhill ftrike, or threaten 
or attempt to ftrike, abufe, or even behave difrelpedtfully to the gover- 
nor or matron, or thall excite any mutiny, or diftubance, the gover 
nor fhall, for fuch offence, of firiking, threatening or attempting to 
ftrike, immediately complain to the next juftice of the peace; that the 
delinquent may be dealt with according to law. 

6, They are to take their clean linen from.the matron every Saturday 

‘evening, and bring thei foul linen to her every Sunday morpiing. 
9s They are not to go out without leaveynor ftay beyond the time ake 
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ed them, on pain of lofing their next meal, and {uch other punifhment 
as the weekly committee fhall infli&. 

8, They ate to be in bed by nine o'clock in the fummer, and eight in the 
winter ; and the fire and candles are to be put out before that time. 
9, They are not to imoke but ig the working rooms, and by no means 

above ftairs, on pain of feyere punifhment. 

10, If any of the nurles, or other perfons employed in the fervice of the 
houte, go out without leave of the governor or matron, they fhal/b¢ 
feverely punithed. s 

1, If any of the Poor prefume to beg money or drink from any perfon 
attending, or coming to view the houfe, for the firft offence they thal! 
be deprived of their next meal. 

12, That flothful people, who pretend ailments to excufe themfelves fiom 
work, be properly examined, and if it appears they make falfe ex- 
cufes, then they fhall be punithed by order of the next weekly 
committee, 

13, They are not to throw water or other things out of the windows of 
the Poor's houfes, on pain of fevere punithment. 

14, The fick, on their recovery, are to attend divine fervice, and publicly 
to return thanks to Almighty God for their recovery, according to the 
form of the Church of England. 

15, Perfons convicted of lying, to be fet on Roolsin the moft public place 
of the dining-room, and have a papet fixed on their breafts, with thefe 
words written thereon :

‘The habitants of the incorporated parifhes are chiefly farmers, agri- 
cultural labourers, a few neceflary mechanics, publicans, and thop-keepers, 

‘The prices of provifions, at prefent, are: beef, sd. the pound; mutton, 
5@4 pork, 6d.; bacon, 8d. ; butter, 7d. ; flour, 2s. 6d. to 28. rod. the 
ftome ; wheat, 4 3. 108. the qr.; malt, £ 2 ros, the qr. ; barley, £1. 128. 
the gr. ; milk, (of which little is fold,) ad. the gallon. 

‘The wages of labourers are; fos hufbandry work, 1s, 2d. 0 day, in 
wibter, and 1s. 6d. in fummer, without vi@uala; women weeding corn 
are paid 6d. and 84. a day, without vidtuals; bricklayers, 2% 6d. to 38. a 
day 3 their affiftants, 18, 6d. to 2%. a 
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‘The land-tax varices much in the different parifhes, Inftances may be 
found of a few fmall trads of land paying 52. or 6s. in the pound; and 
of other parts not charged more than 2d. in the pound, From the beft 
informauion obtainable on this fubjeét, 18. in the pound apy ears to be the 
average. 

Both in this, and in the adjoining county of Lincoln, fiall thop-heep- 
ers, manvfadturers, publicans, and laboming people, complain heavily 
againtt thole, whom they call monopolizers of corn, farming, clergy men, 
(wlto are not rare,) and the confolidators of Jmall farms. To the con- 
duét of men of this defcription,, the high price of proviisons, the increafe of 
the Poor's Rates, and almoft every evil, that attends, or is likely to attend 
the nation, are not unfrequeatly attributed.

HECKINGHAM. 


THE Houle of Induftry at Heckingham, was ere@ted in 1767. The 
original fum borrowed was £7500. ‘Ihe anmual affelfments to be paid 
by 41 incorporated parithes, in the Hundreds of Loddon and Clavering, 
were fixed at the average expenditure of the 7 years immediately preced- 
ing their incorporation. In 1786 the whole debt was paid off. ‘The 
total Rates fixed on the feveral parifhes, amounted to £2132. 63. 3d. an~ 
nually , but after the debt was paid off, they were lowered to £ 1986. 15, 
and fome tume afterwards to £1866. ‘The high price of provifions, the 
lownefs of wages for fpinnieg, and the late fevere feafons, have fo much 
increafed the number of neceflitous, that it was found neceffary to aug 
ment the Rates; and, ebout three months ago, they were railed to their 
original ftandard. 

The following table exhibits the number of Paupers, yearly earnings 
and expences of the houfe, for a few years back.

‘The men are, cach, allowed a pint of beer at every meal, except when 
they have broth, or gruel. Women, with children at the breaft, have the 
fame allowance. Others have two-thiids of a pint 

The Poor, here, are not firbjeét to any peculiar diforder, A very fatal 
putrid fever, however, is now raging in the neighbourhood; but this 
place has hitherto efeaped the contagion. Mr, Howlett informs us, that, 
in 1774, 126 perfons in this houfe died of that diforder', out of an aver~ 
age of about 220. He adds, that the average of Paupers in the houle 
during 20 years, before 1788, was 216; and that the average annual 
deaths of children in the houfe had been 7,2, or about 2 in 8. 

In the year t791, in confequence of reprefentations having been made 
to the directors and guardians, that the weekly charges for provifions, Sc. 
for the preceding three or four years, appeared very high, when compared 
with thofe for the correfponding weeks in former years, without fufficient 
ceafon appeating to account for fuch excefs; a fpecial committee was ap- 
pointed, for the purpofe of examining into the expenditure of the corpo= 
ration, From a ftatement of their proceedings, which was publifhed in 
17937, it appeared, that the books of the houfe bad been kept ina very 
vague and loofe manner; that no entries were made of the cloaths delivered 
to the different Paupers ; and that the only way in which the amount of

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provifions delivered out every week was alcertained, was, by taking ftock 
every Sunday mght, and charging the deficit as the weekly expenditure, 
The committee, therefore, recommended to the direGors to difiils the 
governor of the houfe, as a perfon perfeétly »ncompetent to fulfil the du- 
ties of his office. The recommendation, however, was not attended to; 
but foon after, the governor fignified his intention of refigning, becaufe 
he “ too well knew the inseterate-preyndices which fome few entertained 
againft him, to expeét any peace or happinefs from a continuance in his 
prefent {ituation ,” and quitied his office at Michaelmas 1792, 

Not much information is to be derived from the printed ftatement of 
the committer, as feveral of the Faéts broiight forward by them, rclative 
to the number of the Paupers, and expenditure in former years, were 
difputed by the oppofite party Some idea, however, of the weekly charges 
may be formed from the following extraats .

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NORWICH. 


THE city of Norwich, comprehending 32 parifhes, and 3 or 4 him- 
ets, and containing, in extent, about 8 {quare miles, is icorporated fos ‘he 
smnaintenance of it’s Pour. It’s popula'ion was afcertained in 16)3, when 
it was found to amount to 28,88: (ouls; and opain in 1752, when it was 
found to have increafed to 36,109: it’s prefent population is eftimated at 
40,900 iuhabirants; but that number appears, trom the {ubyoined tables 
of baptifins and bunals, to be rather exaggerated. 

The number of houles, &c, affefled to the window tax is 2200: the 
number exempted could not be alcertaned, but muft be more con- 
fiderable. 

There are 370 ale~houfes in Norwich. 

The land-tax produces £8518. iis. tid. The rent of land, in fome 
places near Norwich, is £5. an acre; but farms in general, in the vici- 
nity of the city, let ar about £1. an acre. 

A cotton manufactory was eftablithed here about 7 years ago; but the 
flaple mannfactures of Norwich are camblets, and other worfted ftuf, 
of various denominations. It is probable, that more hands without the 
city, than within it, are employed in the manufadtures ; for, in 1771, Are 
thur Young calculated the number of looms in and near Norwich, at 
12,030; and, allowing 6 perfons to a loom, reckoned the number of 
people employed in this manufa‘ture to be 72,000, and the amount of 
the ftuffs fent annually from Norwich to exceed a million fterling'. 

The Norwich trade has for (ome years been in a declining ftate, which 
is aferibed to the following caufes: to the prevalent tale for wear- 
ing cottons, which has neceffarily lelfened the confumption of ftuffs 2;

> The woollen manufacture, confidering all it’s branches,.is, no doubt,,a more important 
national concern than the cotton manufzéture It would fem, however, that the cottons 
of Manchelter create more employment thus the Norwub fui, The general languor of

from the high price of infurance, muck reduced the trade to other coun- 
tries, The merchants and manufsQurers are now overftocked with goods ; 
and the weavers are, confequently; very ill fapplied with work, and, what 
ig worfe, sre obliged to work up the worft materiale, While buinels was 
brifk, an induftrious weaver might earn £ 1. 18. a week, from fine work; 
and from ¢aarfer work, 428. a week. The average earnings of weavers, at 
prefent, are thought not to exceed 7s. or 8s, a week, Women weavers earn 
fronr 5s, to 6s. a week, Females, however, are principally employed in 
fpinning, reeling, winding, &e, in which they earn from 28. to 4s. a 
week. Children, in fpinning, winding, &c. carn about as. a week, Of late, 
the wages, both of women and children, have been very low ; but bufinehi, 
fince the beginning of this month, has been rather brifk, from a notion 
that peace is not very diftant, 

. The prices of provifions, at prefent, are: beef, sid. the pound; mut- 
ton, from 5d. to 6d.; veal, from 4d. to sd.; pork, from 7d. to Bd. ; 
bacon, 1od.; milk, 3d. the pint ; eggs, two for 1d. 

The Poor of the 32 parithes of the city of Norwich, are, principally, 
maintained in two large work-houfes ; one of which, was formerly a pa~ 
lace, belonging to the Duke of Norfolk ; and the other, a monaftery. It is, 
therefore, not furprifing, that they fhould, in many refpects, be extremely 
unfit for the purpofe to which they are now applied. The latter, more 
efpetially, is dark and confined; and, from the great number of Paupers 
in it, (about 700,) exhibits rather an uncleanly appearance. 

There sre about 40 beds, (generally of ftraw,) in each chamber. The 
room, where the vituals are ferved out, has two doors; through one of 

which, the Poor enter, one by one, to receive their allowance ; go out by 
the other door; and carry their vi@tuals up to their bed-rooms, where they 
are allowed to dine, fup, &c. The Poor in the houfe are chiefly women 
and children: they are employed in {chools, under the fuperintendance of 
taik-mafters, in {pinning worfted.

In the articles of butter and cheefe, it was calculated, that an allowance 
of four ounces of butter a week to each perfon, inftead of the ufual al- 
lowance of cheefe, which was 12 0z.a week to each perfon, (except in 
particular imftances, when they were allowed 34 ounces of cheefe,) would 
produce an annual faving of £ 356.: cheefe was therefore difcontinued ; 
and the weekly thares of butter, were increafed to 4 ounces. 


In the articles of beef, flour, and beer, it was found that great abufes 
exifted ; of which the following ftatement was an evincing proof:

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A reputable baker offered to fell 20 1b. of dough for 2s." ; and from tials 
made with it, it appeared, that cleven ounces of it would make a dump- 
jun, weighing full 134 oz.; and of which, to make 486 fuch dumplins as 
the above-mentioned, it would take 334 Ib. 2 oz., which, at 28, per =o Ib. 
would come tof t. 13% sd.3 which, (although each dumplin would 
weigh full half an ounce more than the work-houfe dumplin,) wou'd 
coft 5s. s£d. lefs than thofe made at the work houfe did. This multi- 
plicd by 3, (the number of times this quantity was confumed every 
weck,) amounted to 16s, 41d. ; which being again multiplicd by ;2, 
(the number of weeks in the year,) amounted to £42.

In the sth Report, the committee reprefented, that the manner in which 
the different articles of provifion were ferved in the work-houfes was a 
great fource of wafte and extravagance, and that the total quantity of meat 
diftributed in hares much exceeded what was yfually eaten by perfons in 
perfeét health, The following Matements, by which they exemplified the 
truth of their affertions, in the inftance of becfare extremely curious ; and 
afford many conclufions worthy of attention by thofe who are defirous 
of inveltigating the domeitic economy of work-houtes.

In the old work-houfe, no account has yet been taken, in the above 
manner, of the quantities which all the different claffes of the Poor have ; 
but it appeared to this court, from a@ual shares produced’and weighed in 
court, that the weavers’ allowance in that houle confifted of 17 ounces of 
boiled beef, with a large bone and fome fragments mpon it, for each per- 
fon ; and which, (according to the foregoing allowance of one ftone of meat 
uncooked and with bone, to eight pounds cocked, and without bone,) muft

From the above account, the truth of which cannot li controverted, it 
is evident, that the dinners of the above number of peifons, three wines 
week, colt more than if the Poor werg to dige at a cook's thop, or a public 
houfe ; as it is well known, that many re(pcétable artificers dine at tach 
places for lels money ; and that the quantity, for each perlon, csceeds, con 
{iderably, the proportion of what is ufually eatea at the tubles of mol pay 
vate families. ‘The extravagance of this will be further proved by obferv= 
ing, that thefe three meals coft more than twenty-one meals in {cveral 
houles of induftry, in th s county, do.” 

To prevent this fuperfluous confumption of provifion, the committee 
propofed, that the Poor should, in future, all dine together in two large 
rooms in the work-houfe, by which they would be more equilly fed ; the 
general confumption of food conlidzrably leficncd ; the pridice of felling 
provifion put a flop tos and, inflcad of the culem of eating upon the 
beds, (which was a fource of dirt in both houls,y the whole number of 
Paupers would be colleéed together, once a day, 1n a decent and orderly 
manner, and the red number in the houfe more eafily afcertained. 

‘The plan of making the Poor dine tog:ther: was not adopted: but an 
alteration was made in the ryev inners, in confequence of the flatements 
of the committee ; from whence it appeared, that the Sunday dinner in 
the new work-houfe, for r71 perfons, was 1768 ounces of boiled beef with- 
out bone, which, (reckoning 8 Ib. of fach beef to be equal to 14 Ib. with 
bone, and uncooked,) amounted to 133 ftone, and, at 4s. the ftone, colt

In the Gth Report of the committee, it was ftated, that the dccr brewed 
at the work-honle coft 7s. 3d. a barrel, and that a brewer would furnith 
beer at 5s. the barrel, which, after a fair trial, had been found to be equally 
good, and would produce a faving of £210. 125, a year, This plan was 
immediately adopted, and a contraé made with a brewer, for the tupply 
of beer at 5s. the barrel. 


Of the favings refulting from thefe reforms, in the artiule of provifions 
confumed in the work-houfes, the following table exhibits a convincing 
proof:

Tt thould be obferved, that the reform took place in January 1784, and, 
confequently, effcted a reduction, even in the firlt year of the above ac- 
count: had the books of preceding years been forthcoming, when the com- 
mittee made their enquiry, it is probable that the favings, from the new 
regulations, would have appeared more confiderable, This deficiency, 
however, may be in a great meafure fupplied from a week's account of the 
expence of provifions in each work-houfe, prior and {ubfequent to the re- 
form taking place.

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Under the article of Friendly Societies may be mentioned a Club 
which was eftablithed in Norwich, in the year 1775, under the title of 
the “ Scots Society,” for the purpofe of relieving any poor Scotchman 
who might come to Norwich in diftref, The chief motive of the infti- 
tution was to fupply an omiffion in the English law, relative to the na~ 
tives of Scotland, and of other countries; refpeting whorn it is faid, that 
“a flranger coming into England, and not having obtained a proper pa- 
rith fettlement, is not entitled to parith relief; that nobody is obliged to 
relieve him, but that they might Ict him ftarve.” * In the year 1778, it 
was agreed that the charity of the Society fhould be extended to all fub- 
yeQs of Great Britain, and the natives of foreign countries, refidiag in 
England, when in diftrefs; and in 1784, the Society took the additional 
name of the “Society of Univerfal Good-will.” By an account pub- 
lithed in 1784, it appears that the following objeéts, of different nations, 
who, having no fettlement here, were not entitled to relief, by the laws 
of England, had been relieved by the Society :

THE extent of this parith is about 24 furlongs by 4. The population 
in 1784 was accurately taken, and found to be 12,608 fouls; but, at pre- 
fent;is fyppofed to amount to 13,000. There arc 137 ale-houfes in Yar- 

“ffouth. About 40 of the inhabitants are employed in making fail-cloth ; 
there is no other manufa€ture of importance in the parifh, The princi- 
pal employments are thofe eonnedted with a fea-faring life, 

Here are 3 Prefbyterian, 1 Methodift, 1 Quaker, and 2 Anabaptift 
congregations : the number of Diflenters is citimated at 2000. 750 houfes 
pay the window-tax; the number exempted could not be alcertained, 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, mutton, aud lamb, from sd. to Gd. 
the pound ; veal, from 4d. to sd.; pork, Od. to 7d.; bacon, rod. ; but- 
ter, 18 for 20 0z.; milk, 1d. the pint; wheat, £ 3. 158. the qr; bar- 
ley, £ 1. 138 5 oats, £1. 118.5 flour, ftom 2s. 6d, to 28, 10d, the fone. 

Common labourers have from 1s. to 18. Gd. a day, and viduals, Men 
employed in fifhing, in loading and waloading vetlels, &c, work by the 
piece, and fometimes earn 3s. or 48. a day: f{hip-carpenters, &c. earn 
from 3s. 6d. to 4s. aday. It is thought that 20 Friendly Societies exifted 
here, before the late .4& refpe@ing them took place: they were chiefly 
compofed of the pooreft claffes, Unfortunately they conceived that their 
feveral funds were intended to be at the difpofal of the magiftrates; they, 
therefore, moftly, agreed to break up, and divide their ftock. OF thefe 
clubs, only three are now remaining: and they bave not taken the benefit 
of the A@. ‘The number of members in each club, is about 30 or 4o. 

Little land is rented here, except in {mall parcels for gardens. ‘Tithes 
are thus taken ; horfes and cows pay 6d. ahead, a year; and windmills, 
each, 10s, a year. The land-tax amounts to £2820. 38. 1d. and is about 
36: 8d. in,the pound, The principal part of this parith Ties along the 
fhore, andfis common, or wafte land, and not very fertile ; a great part of

The Poor are chiefly miiotiind in a poor-houfe, where they" are 
employed in making nets for tuking mackerel, and other {mall fea-fith 5 a 
few {pin worlled. ‘There are about 13 or 16 beds in each room; they 
have, moflly, feather beds; and are placed clofe together. Boys, girls, men, 
and women, have all feparate apartments, The married people have 
hngle rooms; but there are not many of that defcription. There are two 
rooms for the reception of the fick ; which are well aired, but not diftinét 
from the main building. ‘The poor-houle has a good dining-roam, 
and fuitable conveniences for cooking, &c. but the lodging-rooms and ftair- 
cafes do not {vem to be well planned, or to be in the beft order. From 
the great number of people fleeping in a room, clofe together, many dif= 
agreeable circumnitances mutt frequently happen, befides the general injury 
ariling from thence on the feore of health. At prefent, there are 65 men, 
148 women, 40 boys, and 42 girls (in the whole, 295) in the houfe,

T HIS parith contains 3300 acres; 150 houfes; and 800 inhabitants; 
who are grazicrs, agricultural labourers, and fpinners. Excepting a few 
Mcthodifts, they are all of the Eftablithed Church, 36 houfes pay the 
window-tax ; about 114 are exempted. 

The prices of provifions are: beef, sd. the pound; mutton, 5d.;

Labourers, in winter, Lave generally rad. a day, with a litte beer, or 
bicad and milk: in {pring, and part of the fammer, they have Bs. a week, 
with beer, &c.; and for the harvelt month, they are paid 458.

Notwithftanding every thing is taken at the laft year's prices, here is 
a deficiency of £1. 8s.2d. This man does not receive any ‘parochial 
affitance; but bis neighbours, who kfow him tq be induftrious and care- 
ful, are very kind to him, and give him old cloaths, &c. He has alfo, 
fometimes, been affited by his landlord: His expence for fuel, (wood,) 
which, he fays, cofts him about sos. a year, is not included in the above 
ftatement; fo that his deficiencies mult be £3. 18,: he has the charadter 
of an honeft, induftrious man. 

‘The Poor make a gréat deal by gleaning here; fevera! families will gather 
as much wheat as will ferve them for bread the whole year; and as many 
beans as will keep a pig. Agriculture, here, is in a wretched fate, from 
the land being in common-fields : the farmers are oftew at a great lol 
for hay : their cows, in the fummer, muft be herded on the head-lands in 
the.day-time, and confined in the night: their crops of corn are feanty ; 
and their land, by confiant tillage, becomes almoft exhaufted, In thort, 
they are of opinion, that were their lands enclofed, and their rents doubled, 
they should be confiderable gainers; it is faid, however, that fome great 
wena obje& to the meafure.

‘The prices of provifions are: becf, 4d. and 44d. the pound ; mutton, 
5d; bacon, od. , and butter, 10d. «nd 11d.; of milk very little is told 5 
potatoes, 28. 6d. the buthel: coals are is, 1d. the ewt. 

Common labourers’ wages are from 15. to 18, Gd. aday in winter, without 
diet; and nearly the Jame in {pring . in hay time, 20d. or 2s. a day.. in har= 
velt, 40s. or 4g8 month, with board; carpenters are paid +s, a day; mafons, 
3s,aday, Wages have nifen very confiderably this year, Much work 
is done by the piece; a mude ot working, which labourers here generally 
prefer, In the winter, fometimes g or 10 labourers, out of employ, go 
round from houfe to houfe for work ; the rule is, that every perfon whole 
rent 1s £20. and upwards, fhall, in his turn, employ a man one day, and 
give him 1s. but no viduals, Women do very little out of doors, except 
during the harveft, when they go out xo glean in great numbers. Lace- 
workers carn trom Gd. to 14d. a day ; upon the average, about 8d, Here 
are 2 ale-houfs, 

Thevent of land is from 18s, to 208. an acre, Farms are from £40. 
to £200. a year, chiefly about {100 or £140. Wheat, barley, oats, and 

beans, 
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beans, are principally cultivated, Nearly the wholef this townfhip was 
enclofed 19 years ago, when one feventh of the land was allotted to the 
church in lieu of tithe. The land-tax amounts to £136. 18s. and is 
as. 54u. in the pound. The inhabitants of this townthip, and of feveral 
other adjoining parithes, claim a right of depatturing cattle on Wichle- 
wood Forelt, a tra&t of about 7 or 8000 acres. 

In this township is a fort of work-howfe, in which there are, at prefent, 
only 2 perfons, The manager of the houle fiads fuch Poor, as the town. 
ihip may fend bim, in viduals, and fucl, for which le receives 3s. a 
witk for each perfon. The townthip provides cloaths, beds, and other 
furniture. 28 poor People, moft of wham have families, receive, weekly, 
at prefent, £2. 175. 7d. ; among them are 13 widows: a few perfons have 
occafional relief.

‘The number of exempted houfes muft be confiderably greater. 
Every occupation, derived from, or conneéted with, the coal trade, or 
mines, is here carried on with great vigour. There are glafs-works, pot~ 
° teries, 
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teries, founderics, forges, a fail-cloth and other manufadovies, in and 
near Newcaftle, It is alfo noted for it’s grind-ftones, of which great 
quantities are exported. ‘The inhabitants coulift of failors, coal-miners, 
keelmen, fcamen, thopkeepers of various deferiptions, merchants, and 
gentlemen of independent fortune. 

Pit-men cam from 1, 6d. to 3s. Gd. a day; on an average, about 165, 
a week; belides which, they are allowed rye from their mafters, at 48. the 
buthel. Notwithitanding thefe high wages, they are feldom richer thin 
thgig neighbours. They ufe a great deal of butcher's meat, diving the 
three or four firll days of the week; but, towards the clofe ot it, ay 
their earnings of the preceding week become nearly eahaufled, they are 
generally obliged to live more frugally and abflemioufly. All accounts 
ftute, that few of them ever contrive to be beforehand in the world, 
Keelmen, (of whom Go00 or 7000 are conttantly employed in navigating 
heels with coal, fiom the collieries on the T'yne to Shields,) are paid fiom 
155. to 208, a week. Sailors, in time of war, are paid, froin 6 to 14 
guineas, for a voyage to London, which is often performed in a month, 
or lef. Common labourers earn gs. a week. 

The price of butcher's meat is from 4d. to 6d. the Ib, ; of butter, 
from 144. to 55d. for 21 oz. The price of other articles is mentioned in 
the account of North and South Shields, 

The land-tax is faid to be very low: on this fubject, however, no ac- 
curate account could be obtained, This is, in many places, a very tender 
fubjeét ; and many, (in other refpeéts enlightened) perfons have refused to 
give any information refpedting i 

In the vicinity of Newcaltle, land lets from 15s. to £ 3. anacre. There 
isa common of 1000 acres belonging to the corporation ; from which, 
100 have been enclofed ; which, after being cultivated for 7 years, are to 
be laid down: roo acres more are then to be reclaimed in the fame man- 
ner; and fo on, till the whole is improved. 

In May 1795, at the general licenfing, 196 ale-houfes were lidenfed : 
fince that period, three or four have becn difcontinued, 

Each parith maintains it’s own Poor feparately. Im All Saints, 150 
Paupers, (of whom 55 are children, under 12 years of age,) are relieved 
in a poor-houfe, ‘The children are chiefly employed in a pin-manufactory, 
and earn 16. each, a week: the others, (who are moflly old people, or 

proftitutes,)

No per(on, of any other trade or calling, thal! be admitted 
above the age of twenty-eight years, and thall pay at entrance five 
fhillings, to be put into the fund, and three-pence to fpend; and no 
more than thirty of any other trade or ¢ dling to be in the Society at 
any one time’.

if the deceafed was a member two years, the heir apparent is entutld 
to a legacy of five pounds: laftly, if the deceafed was a member 
three years, the heirs or affigns are entitled to a legacy of feven pounds, 
over and above the faid forty-three fhilliogs allowed for the funeral of 
a member.

The Rewars 
to colleét, the fir fix weeks meeting after every funeral, fix-pence 
fiom each member, to be put into the fund, No member fhall be 
cntitled to any henetit from this Society, (his own faneral-expences 
exccpted,) nor heat any office, until he has paid his contribution and 
hues tor one whole year. 

Whea a member dics, or the wife or widow of a deceafed mem- 
ber, the fewards and aflifants fhall provide two decent members for 
bid.lcis, who thull deliver the mourning, the day befote the funcral, to 
fou bvaters, eight mourners, and two mates, all members of this 
Society ; the mates to be the two laft entered members. The bearers 
aud moutners to be chofen out of the members refiding in town, by 
the heir apparent of the deceafed member, wife, or widow; or if the 
heir aforefaid make no choice, tle ftewards muft do it. And if any 
member refule to come, or fend a tubftitute when fo chofen, or mil- 

-behave when at the funeral, he fball be fined fixpeace, 

‘The bidders to be paid two fhillings each, and the bearers, mourn- 
ers, and mates, fix-pence each, for lofs of time at the funcral, the 
money to be taken out of the, box. 

The flewards’ affiflants, or their fub{itutes, fhall attend at every 
funcral, to fee proper regulations, 

They thall likewile fee the mourning properly taken care of, after 
each funeral ; and if any of the mourning be loft, they shall make fuch 
lols good. 

They thall keep juft and regular accounts in every thing that con- 
cerns the.bax, or be fined two fhillings and fix-pence, 

For non appearance at a funeral, thall be fined half a crown. 

The flewards to be allowed from the fund two shillings cach every 
half year, for defraying their expences; and the affiftants, one fhill- 
ing each. 

-7, Every member that is not able to follow or work at his trade or 
calling, on giving notice to the ftewards, thall be paid every week 
(fee article 6th) five thillings, during the {pace of twentyrfix weeks ; 

“but 
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but if he continue any longer, and be not able to follow his bufinefs, he 
then thall ouly receive three thillings per week, whillt fuch time as he 
recovers, or to the time of his death; and thole members that receive 
only three thillings per week, may endeavour to get what they legilly. 
can, provided it do not interfere with their trade or calling; but ii 
any member be known to work at his trade, and at the fame time 1- 
ceives the benefit of the Society, he fall be excluiled, 
Any country member, that happens to fall firk or lame, muft fend 
vA certificate of his indifpofition to the Meward., figned by the mini- 
fter of the parith, an overlegr of the Poor, a church-warden, and the 
dodtor that vifits him, or any two of them, and they hall pay their 
weekly allowance to any perfon they thall appoint, every week, fiom 
thedate of the certificate. 

§, Whenever the Society’s cafh does not amount to thirty pounds, then 
the weekly money allowed to fick members fhall not be taken out of 
the box, but cach member that is fick fall receive from the relt of 
the members one penny per week; and ifthe fick member dies,.or the 
wife or widow of a member, every member fhall pay one thilling to 
defray his (or her) funeral expences; and if the thillings do not 
amount to the fam allowed by article for burying a member, wife, or 
widow, what is wanting mult beetaken out of the Society’s call ; 
but if above, the overpliis thall be put to it? The penny per week 
to be colle€ted from the members every fix weeks meeting; and 
the fhilling, the firft fix weeks meeting after the funeral. The 
legacy (in cafe of a member's death) to be the Jame as expreffed tn 
article 6th. 

9) The perfon in whofe hands the Society's cath is lodged, fhall give (- 
curity for the fame, to the fatisfadtion of the faid Society, or it hail 
be no longer lodged in his hands. 

10, Difputes to be fettled by a committce of nine members: thcir award to 
be final. 
a1, The clerk—his power, duty, and falary.
